New facilities planned cy suerHero pies 
for mentally 


Frankfort - Gov, Edward T, Breath- 


itt has announced a multi-million 
dollar program for the care of Ken- 
tucky$ mentally retarded, including 
construction of a major residential 
center at Louisville. 

He said construction will begin 
within a few months on the $ 
million facility adjacent to Cen- 
tral State Hospital to house the 
most severely retarded, It will 
be an eight-unit colony and train- 
ing school, 

he program also calls for a 
multi-purpose facility near Lex - 
ington to train 300 to 400 retarded 
persons. 

The Frankfort State Hospital and 
School will become a diagnostic 
and evaluation center, and many 
of its 700 patients eventually will 
be moved to Louisville or Lexing - 
ton, The Outwood State Hospita 
and School at Dawson Springs will 
continue to operate as now, 

Smaller centers with bed -capacity 
of about 50 will be placed stra- 
tegically around the state, probably 

‘ox imnity to state universities. 

e Louisville center will house 
about 800 persons, The initial 

hase of this project will use about 

$1200, 00 of State bond issue 
money, Completion will depend 
on when money becomes available 
from the legislature,

FRANKFORT -- More than 600 
young men and women from Ken- 
tucky are in resident training now 
at Job Corps centers across the 
United States, according to State 
Economic Security Commissioner 
C. Leslié Dawson, 

Job Corpsmen are from low in- 
come families, and range in age 
from 16 to 21 

Dawson reports that over 500 of 


the Kentucky trainees are men, They 


are located at some 60 training sites 


in either urban or rural conservation- 


‘ype camps. 

he conservation centers offer 

a combination of basic education 

and actual conservation work ex- 
rience, which is supplemented 
yy vocational training, 


TRAINING 


The Women's Job Corps cen- 
ters include about 100 young wo- 
men from Kentucky, They re- 
ceive training in reading, home- 
making, and a variety of occu- 
pations, 

In September -- the most re- 
cent month for which figures are 
available -- 388 of the men were 
making cash allotments to their 
families, according to Dawson, 

Mewson reports that Kentucky 
has immediate openings for some 
250 men per month for the Corps, 
Young men interested in Job Corps 
training should report to the near- 
2st State Employinent Service of- 
fice; women may enroll in the 
Women's Job Corps the same way,

A reminder... 


FRANKFORT --Winter snow and 
ice on Eastern Kentucky roads 
will make driving unusually dan- 
gerous at times in the month 
ahead, The Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Public Safety points out 
that driver errors cause most traf- 
fic accidents, and lists four such 
errors as the most common: fol- 
lowing too closely, traveling too 
fast for road and weather con- 
ditions, misjudging the speed of 
an oncoming car, and driving 
after drinking alcoholic bever- 
ages, 


Gov, Edward T, Breathitt has 
sounded a strong protest to what 
he fears may be a “drastic” cut~- 
back in the Jobless Fathers pro- 
gram in Eastern Kentucky. 

At stake, apparently, is a 
threatened abrupt end tq the 
program which provides jobs for 
5, 800 Kentucky mountain men 
and their families who are the 
victims of the depression which 
still continues in Eastern Ken - 
tucky, 

Locally, the program involves 
304 men and their 1,400 de- 
pendents in Letcher County, 
and nearly 500 men and their 
dependents in Knott County, 

e Letcher County payroll 
under the program, formally 
called the Work Experience and 
Training Program, exceeds 
$1,000, 000 annually, currently 
averaging $84,000 a month, 

The threatened funds cutback 
apparently stems from action 
by congress earlier this year 
when it reduced appropriations 
to the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity for the war on pover- 
ty. 

‘Reports were that cutbacks in 
federal spending ordered by 
President Johnson to help ti 
nance the war in Vietnam, 

President Johnson this week 
ordered a three -billion dol- 
lar reduction in federal spend - 
ing during the current fiscal 
year, and said spending for 
non-war es pass would be re- 
duced a further five -billion 
dollars next fiscal year, He 
said, however, that essential 
welfare programs would not 
be cut. 

The WET program started 
in Eastern Kentucky in the 
early spring of 1964 as a means 
to provide jobs and income to 
unemployed coal miners who 
had been displaced by mach- 
inery. 

The program was initiated 
by the White House after a 
trip to Washington by a delegat- 
ion of unemployed miners rep- 
EeseOHOg the Appalachian Com - 
mittee for Full Employment, 
headed by Berman Gibson, 

The program was started at a 
time when the Eastern Kentucky 
coal fields were torn by vio - 
lence, There were numerous 
incidents by coal mine tipple 
and railroad bridge dynamit- 
ings, shootings and beatings, 
as the unemployed turned to 
violence to express their dis- 
satB action.

Kentucky currently is allocated 
$17.6 million annually for the 
program, which provides er 
ployment for 5, 800 fatt 
counties, 

The men are paid a maximum 
of $250 a month, with checks 
averaging $205 monthly, Ail are 
required to attend evening school 
classes, and those who have child- 
ren of schoo] axe are required to 
see that the children attend class. 

Breathitt said the program is 
“not a handout as programs in 
some states, not just another 
way to support people who can- 
not support themselves. 

Instead, he termed it a realist- 
ic program that gives people an 
opportunity to lift themselves 
by their own bootstraps. 

The governor said that since 
the program started it has help - 
ed 9,000 fathers and 31, 50¢ 
children in the 19 counties, 

Of those, 1 
to full-time ployment, 
have been graduated from 
eighth pate and 600 have com- 
pleted high school equivalency, 
Breathitt said, He added that 
many now are ready to go into 
vocational training. 

“Perhaps our biggest gain against 

overty from this program has 
fea to keep thousands of young 
Kentuckians in school so they can 
meet the stricter standards for 
employment in this technical 
age. 

"School superintendents in the 
area say that the dropout rate 
has lowered considerably among 
the children of these unemploy - 
ed parents, These children are 
now holding their heads high, 
proud that their fathers are work 
ing. 

"Bridges have been built by 
these fathers, streams Cleared 
to reduce flooding, roads built 
to bring schoo] buses to the hol- 
lows where our children have 
been required to walk for miles 
just to get to school every day. 
These are quiet miracles," the 
governor said. 

Breathitt called upon Gardner 
to do all in his power to forestall 
the funds cutback first, as a hu- 
manitarian, and second “as a 
high official of the richest 
country on this earth," 

The governor went on to sug - 

est that the Health, Education 
and Welfare Department use 
some of its other special grant 
funds to continue Rnancis the 
Jobless Fathers program if specif- 
ically appropriated funds ar e not 
available,

FRANKFORT -- Typhoid immuni- 
zation in Kentucky is no longer 
recommended on a routine basis,

“Our recores indicate that a- 
round 1, 5 per cent of all Ken- 
tuckians have diabetes, " Teague 
said, “and halt of them don't 
know it." 

The Department of Health and 
the Kentucky Medical Association 
will intensify their efforts during 
National Diabetes Detection Week 
Nov, 13-19, Teague said most 
of Kentucky's private physicians 
will be giving free diabetes 
tests during the time.
